“@" O pretermit the nicety of a definiti- 
i on, becaufe divers things therein 
cannot be conveniently comprehended in 
a narrow compafs; I will come to the 
caufes of Meteors; and according to the 
belt Philofopherss there are two general 
caufesof them, viz. by fumes and vapors : 
Which in themfelves are nothing elfe buc 
certain exhalations drawn from the earth 
and water by the attractive ftrength and 
force of the Suns-Beamss and therefore 
they are cermed Fumus and vapors (1.6. ) 
a fmoke or breath afcending or flying 
ppward.

| "There was an apparition of chis Meteor 


feen in London in the yeer of our Lord 
1560. on the 30 day of January about 
eivht aclockat night, che airin all other 
places being very darks but in the Norch-

Which violence and forcible 
motions backward and forward, are the 
occafion of irsbeing fet on fire: And the 
parts thereof being not equally chick or 
joyned togethers (eemerh to the beholders 
as if fire were {cactered or fpread in the air. 
Yea, fometimes the whole air feemeth to 
burn, and all the Heavens do appear on 
fire :as they did in the year 1574. 0n the 
fifceenth day of (March, as is recorded by 
Stow,in his Abridgment. 

Dr Felks faith, At fuchan apparition 
as this, the whole Air feemeth co burn, as 
though ic would rain fire from Heaven ; 
and fo (faith he) ic hath come to pafs,that 
whole Cities and Towns have been fired. 


9. Of the Ignis facuuss or foolih fire. 


_ This foolith fire is fo called (faith Dr. 
Swan) not thatic hurcech any» but only 


_ fearech or fcareth fools; and is generated 


of a fat and oyly exhalation, which is 
heavie,in regard of the glutinous matter of 
which it confifts ; by reafon of which qua- 
licys the cold of the night beats it back 
again, when ic ftrivech to afcend upward:

And being thus fired, ic paffech forward 
and backward, upward and downward; 
according to the motion of the Air in a 
filent night, by gentle gales, not going or 
moving exactly coward one point. Notes 
that if the wind be high » or any way 
fharply ftirring, this Apparition or Me- 
teor cannot appear at all, For the wind 
difperfesthe matter whereof it is mades 
and will not fuffer ic tobe conjoyned. 

This kind of lightis often feen in hoe 
and fenny Countreys, and in fuch places 
where there is abundance of fat and un- 
ctious matter ; asin Church-yards, ec. 
where through the corruption and putre- 
faction of many dead bodies there buryed 
the earthis full of fixch fubftance ; as alfo

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in places where many battles have been 


fought. 


And this Meteor appearing in thefe 
places (as indeed there is mott reafon it 
fhould)the ignorant and fuperftitious peo- 
ple have thoughe them tobe the fouls and 
{pirics of men departed» and accordingly 
have ftood in a kind of flavifh fear of 
them. 

Henry Cornelins Agrippa (lig. de occult. 
Philof. prope finem ) augmenteth to this er- 
ror very much; and endeavours to render 

obable reafons a the fouls mourning 
(as he calls ic) overt his qaondam partners 
the body; thus------ Ufually where people 
are buryed you fhall fee many nocturnal 
ViGons,Montters,and other hideons fhapes 
to appears and this is the reafon that walk- 
ing over fuch places in the night time» it 
isthe more terrible. And more efpecially 
where executed bodies are buryed» and 
where dead fouldiers that have loft their 
lives in barrel are buryed by heaps = for 
(faith he ) the facred rites of buryal being 
denied to dead bodies » hinder the fouls

fee them, and pretend tobe led by them; 
being fore amazed, and aftrighted ac thems 
(not knowing cheir crue caule, you mat 
be fure) do look fo earnefily afeerthen: 
that they forget their way. And thenbeing 
never fo little ont of their road ( and 
frighted withall) they wander they know 
not whither ; fomerimes to Pits , Rivers 
and other very: dangerous and difmal 
places. And when at che laft they happen 
into their road again, and get home, (with 
their hair an end; and themfelves fweating 
and ftaring) they fall a telling their friends

_ This Meteor is called /gnis Lamb 
Hedne fire , for that ir ufeth to deste oe 
ick to the hairs and garments of men and 
beatts, It is caufed (according to the opi 
nion af Philofophers) when many sifcoue 
a clammy exhalations are fcattered ae 
a in the air into many {mall pares ; 
Ci ‘7 in the night y or after Sun-fetting, 
and fometimes in the day alfo, when the 
air 1s condenfed or thickned; as on Fen 
bruary the fecond 16§6.neet Rumford fa 
Effex , where this Meteor fixed it felf to 
the garments of a woman, as fhe was ti- 
ding to Market , and made her feem of a 
perfect flame) by refiftance of the cold, 
are kindled ; and then falling violently

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‘down, do faften themfelves and ftick unto 


the heads and fhoulders ofmen, oF unto 
the bodies of beatts, as they are pafling a- 
longinthe fields. 


Iris done after the fame manner as the 


dew or hoar-frotts do fix and fettle to the 
hairs of men and bealts ; or unto gate 
ments which havea nap, or a very high 
wooll upon them, as Frize or Cotten.

Hierocles the Stoick had to highan 
Opinion and efteem of him, that he deem- 
ed him a better many and one of more power 
then (hrifts the Saviour of rhe World ; Nays 
fuch was the dotage of many people in 
thofe dayes (a {pice of which, We in ours 
fill rerain) thar they accounted him a 
man fo much excelling the very belt fore 
of men, that they thought him too facred 
to be lightly fpoken of. Yea, fohappy was 
the time in which he began his pranks,

attributed unto times and feafons '| or elfe 
his Genitare was remarkable and predigi-

So i:rangely infectious hath this -his 
Doctrine of Telifms and Images beensthat 
ic hath not only infatuated many private 
perfons, but whele Cowztries alfo. For this 
Apollonins was (not only erring, but ) er- 
rant in his pvactife ; and travelled and 
bear about to divers placess boafting of 
his skill and cunning,and fo met with fome 
of the more credulous fort (in moft places 
where he came) that employed him in his 
craft, to make Images, Sigills, or Telifms, 
againtt Storks, Tortoifes, Frogs, Scorpions, 
Hor fes,&c« And if at any time the evenc 
hapned to crown his bufine{s, he had then 
the honour of a God among the ignorant 3 
Albeic thofe thiags the people efteemed 
Plagues, might have fiopped or frayed, had 
he never ufed his skill or cunning. 

But chis Jwpoffor (not unlike fome fub- 
tile Phyftians, who co gain themfelves 
the greater honour, periwade people 
they are dangetonfly cifeafed, when Gin 
trac) trey nave noihing of ficknéis on 
them, but their Do&ers words) being ac-
